nemies. Ftheught goodto exhort and admoniſh you moſt 
lovingly by theſe preſents,to remember that your Common- 


wealth hath ever moſt gloriouſly and renownedly maintai- 


nedits liberty againſtall oppoſers whatſoever ; and eſpecial- 
ly againſtthoſe of the houſe of Burgundy,and thatof A»ſtria:

The Army of the enemy on Taeſday broke. vp ſome part 
of it,and marched toward the Connty Horne, the caule of 
their departure was,partly becauſe they ſaw that little good. 
was to be done by them for the rayſling of the fiege,& part- 
ly becauſe there was ſuchgreat dearth in the Army,for that 
Bread which wee buy here for 1 5. Styuers coſt them a Pa- 
tacon which1s aſmuch more, and yet the comman ſouldiers 
could hardly obtaine ir for their rexdv money ,which God 
wot they hauebut little of. Doubtleſſe the enemy could not 
haue ſubſiſted ſo long if thoſe of Gulycke,and ouer eMaſeyek 
had not victualled them in part. There wasalfo great feare 
of mutiny amongſt them, becauſe the Cauallery had not re- 
ceiued any pay 1n many Moneths but onely kalte a Moneths 
pay before hand when firſt they ſer forth, wherefore for the 
appealing of the}ſouldiers the Marquiſe Sanre (roce cauſed 
a Proclamation to bee made throughout the Army with 
Trumpet and Drum, that there was no moneys prouided to 
pay the ſouldiers. The enemy hauing withdrawne ſome of 
his troupes, the Earle of Styram is goneafter him on the 
otherfide of the Maes,three hundred men more are ſent to 
Stewenſ#ert to ſecure the place againſt the approach of the 
enemy. Al things begin to better cheape now the cnemie 
isgone. The belirged blew vp a myne lately but did no 
great hurt only k11d rwo touldiers, they did themſelucs moſt 
preiudiceby 1t tor they opened a Trauers by the meanes? 
And fince that they are quiteretyred into the City, but ne- 
uerthelcſle the cauſe a retrenchment to be made at the foot 
of the wall of the City,hauing lefe all their other outworks

Theſeauenth of this Moneth the befieged made an ex- 
curſion, but to theirgreat loſſe. For they were conſtrai- 
ned to returne but leauing many dead behind them. The 
ſame D:toabout ſeauen of the clocke in the Bucnling icy 
blew vp aMine whichbroke out backwards and deſtroyed 
a whole Court of Guard that was behind, At theſamein- 
ſtant a convoy of 2 5. cartesladen with wine which were 
brought from Diepenbrock where the Spaniſh haue a Sconce 
was taken and brought into the Army, and a Gentleman of 
that village with 7. horſemen more were taken priſoners. 

The 1 0-day the beſieged fell out of the Ciry againe with 
60. men buthis Excellence being advertized of their com- 
ming cut off thejr pafſage ſo that they could not returne, 
and were ſlaine cuery Mothers ſonne of then, and taken 
priſoners. But the moſt were flaine for they were very re- 
{olute, being all of them drunke as appeared by thoſe that 
were taken priſoners, thoſe report that wheneuer any ſol- 
dicrs goc about ſuchan exploit the Spiritualitye do giue 
them their fill of Wine. 

The 11+ day his Excellence in his owne fight, and in 
the ſight of many chicfe Officers cauſe the myne to bee 
Kindled before the halfe moone ofthe enemy, which ours 
alſo afſaujted and haue taken and keepe ftill, the beſieged 
doe now defend theWal/,whence they ſhoot furiouſly. The 
approaches of the Lord Brederod and Pincen in two nights 
are mach aduanced euen to the moat, ſo that from their bat- 
tery they doe ſhoote vpon the Gates continually, and haue 
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great breaches in the wals , likewiſe on that {ile 'where 
Excellence lus quarter 1s. 

Yeſterday Don Cordus with moſt of his Army broke vp, 
andis marched to Reekwm with his Enfignes diſplayd, and 
D:ums beating ,anda very great adoe, ſeeming very coura- 
givus- But ouc men of 8rederoes quarter fell ypon them,& 
diſcharged, fo that they did great miſchiete in their Armie. 
The whole nigit long our Army was 11 Battailly , and his 
Excellence himſelfe with many chiefe O licers werein the 
quarter of Brederode, Don Cordas his Army was multered 
tatcly,conſiſting of 80. Cornet of horſe, and 209, Compa- 
nies of foote. | 

Don Coraua takes his march along the «A 4es to Veho- 
ven,and the way to Looet, is now right againſt Oermone,Y e- 
ſternight he endeauoured by force to paſle ouer; the '\Aacs 
neere Oerwont, but was hind :red by the Count of Sryram, 
who hathtaken the Caſtle of (opbichr , and poſfeſſeth the
